1. Attach Spindles (D) Turn the Top Panel (A) upside down. Insert the exposed threads of five Spindles (D) into 
the pre -threaded holes in the Top Panel (A). Turn in clockwise direction. Do not fully tighten at this time. 

2. Attach Shelf Panel (B) Align the pre-drilled holes on the Shelf Panel (B) with the pre-threaded holes on the 
Spindles (D). Repeat step 1 to attach remaining Spindles (D) and Shelf Panels (B). Again, do not fully tighten at 
this time. 

3. Attach Bottom Assembly (C ) Turn the Bottom Assembly (C ) upside down.. Align the pre-drilled holes on the 
Bottom Assembly (C ) with the pre-threaded holes on the Spindles (D). Secure with Flat Washers (E), Lock 
Washers (F) and Allen Head Bolts (G) using the Allen Head Wrench (H). 

4. Tighten all Spindles (D) at this time. 
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
